CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Each year we are finding a larger number of gardeners who grow the 
regular florists varieties of indoor chrysanthemums either in their own 
greenhouses or in protected locations outside. We have known of very 
fine flowers being produced by planting in six inch pots, then moving 
them into a cool sun room when frost threatens, where they give weeks 
of pleasure, 


LARGE FLOWERING VARIETIES 


These are potted, bedded or benched in early June, pinched two 
weeks later; staked as necessary, fed liquid fertilizer once in two 
weeks and disbudded to one flower per stem to produce those gorgeous 
blooms during October and November.

Should be grown in pots, tied to a wire stake at right 
angles to the pot after reaching 10 to 12 inches of length. Gradu- 
ally bend the wire until it hangs straight down after Sept. 1. Pinch 
the main stem about July 1, then again July 25.

GARDEN CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Our collection of garden chrysanthemums is made up of only the 
varieties that are sturdy, good growers and hardy here in our northern 
area. Most of these sorts blossom early enough to permit perfection 
of blossom before severe freezing. We suggest late May or early June 
planting in a sunny well-drained location. We fertilize with a good 
commercial fertilizer at planting time, pinch out the tips early in 
July to make the plants bushy. Then give a side dressing of a complete 
fertilizer in mid August, water as needed, but thoroughly thru the 
growing season. We suggest a covering of straw applied after the 
ground is frozen to prevent alternate freezing and thawing during the 
winter.
